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HETHER or not the framers of 

VW the Federal Constitution in- 

tended that the Supreme Court 

ghould have authority to declare legisla- 

tion unconstitutional is a question which 

can never be definitely decided. There 

are, however, two outstanding facts in 

the controversy which are deserving of 
consideration. . 

Nowhere does the Constitution confer 
such authority. 

Nowhere does the Constitution infer, 
directly or indirectly, that the Supreme 
Court should exercise that authority. 

Notwithstanding this fact, which is be- 
yond question, the Supreme Court has 
exercised this authority, and for at least 
a hundred years this power has not been 
seriously questioned by a large part of 
the public. The tremendous power which 
the United States Supreme Court was 
permitted to assume was either over- 
looked by the majority of the people or 
was accepted as a matter of fact by the 
uninformed. 

Many authorities hold that this alleged 
public consent, covering a long period of 
years, is as thorough a justification for 
the Supreme Court’s action in declaring 
legislation unconstitutional as if it were 
specifically provided for in the Consti- 
tution. 

As for the latter argument, public in- 
difference, consent or ignoranee of what 
power authorities may usurp can have no 
standing, neither are they entitled to 
much, if any, consideration, for we are 
governed by a written Constitution, and 
all of the authority which the three de- 
partments of government are endowed 
with exist exclusively within the limits 
of the written Constitution. The only 
tule or measure which Americans can 
have, when the question of official author- 
ity or usurpation of power arises, is the 
language of the Constitution itself. 

+ * . 
HERE were members of the consti- 

.tutional convention who believed 

it necessary that a “council of re- 
vision,” consisting of the President and 
members of the Supreme Court, should 
pass upon legislation to determine wheth- 
er it conformed to the Constitution. 
There were other members—a majority— 
of that convention who vigorously op- 
posed the thought, holding that such 
power would be destructive of democracy, 
and establish a judicial power, and make 
possible a judicial tyranny which would 
utterly destroy self-government. 
_ As a matter of definite history, Madi 
- gon’s minutes of the constitutional con- 
vention indicate that the question of 
greating a “council of revision” came be- 
fore the convention on four occasions, 
and that at no time did the proposition 
secure the votes of delegates from more 
than three states. In other words, the 
Majority of the delegates recorded them- 
selves in vigorous opposition on each oc- 
casion that the question arose. 

When the actions of the constitutional 
convention were given their final form 
and phraseology by Gouverneur Morris, 
he exercised great care not to infer in 
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the language used: any thought that the 
Supreme Court might exercise the power 
of declaring legislation unconstitutional. 
He took this care because he was evi- 
denly convinced that if such a thought 
reached the public mind it would be suffi- 
cient of itself to doom the adoption of 
the’ Constitution by the people. That 
this is true is evident from a letter which 
Gouverneur Morris wrote to an inquirer 
upon this subject in 1814. The draftsman 
of the final version of the Constitution 
wrote as follows: ° 

“My Dear Sir: What can a history of

OUVERNEUR MORRIS was a 
(5 man of exceptional skill and in- 
tellectual alertness. He was one 

of those who favored a “council of revi- 
sion.” He also is one of those who are 
credited by some students in believing 
that the members of the Supreme Court 
of the United States would exercise the 
power to declare legislation unconstitu- 
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ited power to nullify acts of Congress on the ground of radicalism and as an 
assault on established institutions should read again the proposal enunciated by 
Theodore Roosevelt in the Progressive party platform in 1912. This should be 
read particularly by those former followers of Colonel Roosevelt who are now 
unable to see the constructive nature of a proposal which is indeed less sweep- 
ing than that which they then advocated and which they then approved. That 
platform contained the following section: 


Popular Review of Judicial Decisions.—The Progressive party demands such 
restriction of the power of the courts as shall leave to the people the ultimate author- 
ity to determine fundamental questions of social welfare and public policy. To secure 
this end it pledges itself to provide: 

First—That when an act passed under the police power of the State is held uncon- 
stitutional under the State Constitution by the courts, the people, after an ample 
interval for deliberation, shall have an opportunity to vote on the question whether 
they desire the act to become law, notwithstanding such decision. 

Second—That every decision of the highest Appellate Court of a State declaring 
an act of the Legislature unconstitutional on the ground of its violation of the Federa) 
Constitution shali be subject to the same review by the Supreme Court of the United 
States as is now accorded to decisions sustajning such legislation. 


It has always been the practice of those who favor strong centralized gov- 
ernments and of those who favor the perpetuation of autocratic power any- 
where to attribute dangerously radical and revolutionary tendencies to those 
favoring the extension or enlargement of the powers of self-government. The 
question of what to do about the Supreme Court in this respect is not merely 
a passing compaign issue, nor, for that matter, is it a campaign issue at all in 
the usual meaning of that term. It involves a vital principle which will never 
be settled until it is settled properly. The whole question, of course, was given 
life by the pen of Chief Justice Marshall, who laid the foundation for all of the 
autocratic powers with which the Supreme Court has since clothed itself and 
with which it has more than once so effectively overturned the expressed will 
of the people. It is, of course, true that eminent constitutional lawyers differ 
sharply as to the constitutionality of the power exercised by the Supreme Court 
in declaring ‘unconstitutional acts passed by Congress, but it is equally true that 
the preponderating opinion is against the court on that issue. It is equally true, 
if not more so, that the people have a right to restrict the power of the court by 
suitable constitutional acts, regardless of whether the court in its exercise of 
power is acting constitutionally or otherwise. 
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ing its provisions? This must be done 
by comparing the plain import of the 
words with the general ienor and object 
of the instrument. That instrument was 
written by the fingers which write this 
letter. Having rejected redundant and 
equivocal terms, I believed it to be as 
clear as our language would permit; ex- 
cepting, nevertheless, a part of what re- 
lates to the judiciary.

intended to deceive the people so that the 
Constitution itself would be adopted, and 
then permit authorities to exercise pow- 
ers which the Constitution did not spe- 
cifically provide for? 

If there is anyone who desires to de- 
stroy the value and the sacredness of the 
Federal Constitution, he can adopt no 
method more effective than proving, or 
attempting to prove, that the framers of 
the Constitution deliberately omitted ref- 
erence to powers which the courts were 
to assume because, on the one hand, to 
place such powers definitely in the Con- 
stitution would have prevented its adop- 
tion, and, on the other hand, that the au- 
thority was not necessarily to be con- 
ferred by the specific language of the 
Constitution, as the authorities would see 
to it on their own part that they exer- 
cised certain functions and powers. 

Bu, regardless of what may have been 
in the mind of Gouverneur Morris, or any 
other member of the constitutional con- 
vention, it was not what they had in their 
minds, but the formal written document 
which they presented to the people, 
which became the Constitution of the 
United States after a sufficient number 
of states had ratified it. 


* * & 


HE people of the United States 
were not altogether certain of the 
value of the Constitution, and im- 
mediately after its adoption it was de- 
cided that it failed to satisfactorily guar- 
antee the citizens individual rights, or 
protect them from the arbitrary powers 
which any of the three departments of 
government might attempt to apply, and 
so the ninth amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, which is a part of the Bill of Rights, 
reads: 

“The enumeration in the Constitution 
of certain rights shall not be construed 
to deny or disparage others retained by 
the people.” 

The only powers vested in the authori- 
ties by the Constitution are those spe- 
cifically provided for. On the other hand, 
the specific rights of the citizens, pro- 
vided for in the Bill of Rights, are fur- 
ther protected by the ninth amendment, 
which conserves to them all of the other 
rights they also exercised. 

We are, therefore, interested only his- 
torically in what the delegates to the con- 
stitutional convention had in mind. The 
all-important matter is the provisions of 
the Constitution which the people adopt- 
ed, and the Bill of Rights which they 
added to it in the first ten amendments, 
which were adopted in June, 1790. 

Unless all of the Constitution means 
exactly what it says; unless all of the 
powers which are to be vested in the au- 
thorities are specifically enumerated, 
then the Constitution is of little or no 
value to anyone, for what one group of 
men can read into it another can. 

What stands out most clearly in the en- 
tire discussion connected with the Su- 
preme Court’s assumption of authority to 
declare legislation unconstitutional is the 
fact that nowhere in the Constitution is 
any such power conferred upon that court 
directly, indirectly, or by inference.

Labor Life Insurance 


FTER having made a great success of banking on 
A behalf of its own constituency, organized labor 
is sure to find a justifiable and helpful field for 
its separate activities in life insurance. Soon we shall 
hear of a Federation of Labor Life Insurance Company 
or a Brotherhood Life Insurance Company, founded on 
the legal reserve plan. This would mean labor carrying 
in its own treasuries the vast reserves that accrue from 
the premium payments of workingmen. Why not? 

The average economic value of a human life has been 
figured out to be $5,800. This means an aggregate of 
_ $620,000,000,000, based on American population. As a 
matter of fact, the total life insured in this country is 
only about $40,000,000,000—a deficit of $580,000,000,- 
000. Probably a good deal of this deficit occurs on 
labor. 

Were this under-insurance in fire insurance on build- 
ings, structures, residences, and so forth, what a howl 
would go up at some one’s negligence. Yet the evidence 
and statistics show that only one out of fourteen hun- 
dred buildings or structures ever has a fire. But each 
human life sooner or later creates a loss. There ought 
to be a mightier howl of protest that there is so gross 
a neglect of the greatest of all necessities. 

Prior to 1909 life insurance in force amounted to five 
billion dollars, and these figures were then regarded as 
tremendous. Since then that insurance has increased to 
thirty-eight billion dollars, nearly eight times that of 
1909. It seems a stupendous increase. But measuring 
and viewing it from another angle, its stupendousness 
vanishes. 

Since 1909 the economic value of human lives has 
increased three hundred and seventy billion dollars, 
and the business of life insurance increased only thirty- 
three billion dollars, less than 10 per cent of the in- 
crease. Insurance companies are not even keeping pace 
with the increase, to say nothing of catching up. 

Life insurance must increase seventeen times more 
than the insurance now in force to catch up. It meahs 






that there could be seventeen times more than the pres- 
ent companies and societies, all of the same size as 
now. It means that the present companies and societies 
could write seventeen times more insurance than they 
now have, or five hundred and eighty billion dollars 
more, before the people of this country are adequately 
insured. 


There is really no competition. There is enough busi- 
ness for all. The present companies and societies are 
not even keeping up with the increase in the population 
of the United States. The man who does not keep his 
property adequately insured“against fire is now called a 
downright fool. The time is rapidly approaching when 
the man who does not adequately insure his life will be 
called worse than a fool.—The Press. 





A Yellow Dog Contract 


N October 1, 1923, the Crowell Publishing Com- 
O pany of Springfield, Ohio, closed its doors to 
members of Springfield Typographical Union 

and declared for the open shop. 

Here is a copy of the contract which the Crowell Pub- 
lishing Company forces its “free and untrammeled” 
employes to sign: 

“This agreement, entered into this first day of Octo- 
ber, 1928, at Springfield, Ohio, by and between the 
Crowell Publishing Company, and , witnesseth: 

“That in consideration of the mutual promises of the 
parties hereto and the considerations hereinafter set 
forth, the said-————— hereby agrees to remain in the 
employment of and work for the said Crowell Publishing 
Company as division head of the Farm and Fireside 
make-up department for a period of five years from the 
date hereof, and agrees that he will faithfully serve the 
company. 

“In consideration whereof, the Crowell Publishing 
Company agrees to pay the said not less than 
fifty dollars ($50.00) per week, straight time. 

“It is further agreed as a part of the consideration 
hereof that the said-————is not now, and will not dur- 
ing the said period of employment, become a member 
of any labor union or union labor organization, nor a 
party to any strike or boycott. The Crowell Publishing 
Company agrees that during said period of employment 
its composing room is and will be continued to be oper- 
ated upon the open-shop basis, and that the company 
will not recognize nor have any dealing with any labor 
organization composed of persons engaged in or repre- 
senting the said craft so as to in any way impair 
the obligations of the company under this contract. 

“In witness whereof the parties hereto have hereunto 
set their hands in duplicate the day and year first above 
written.”

Manufacture of Musical Instruments 
ORE than $7,000,000 annually is being expended 
M in wages for the manufacture of musical in- 
struments in the United States, exclusive of 
wages paid piano and organ builders, according to the 
Department of Commerce. 

Establishments engaged primarily in the manufacture 
of musical instruments other than pianos and organs 
are as follows: Brass wind instruments, $7,304,438; 
wood wind instruments, $506,977; stringed instruments, 
$3,344,930; other band and orchestral instruments, 
$25,432; percussion instruments, $2,236,576; custom 
work and repairing, $205,535; miscellaneous products 
other than musical instruments, $1,821,862. The total 
value of these several classes of products, $15,445,740, 
represents a large increase over previous years. 

In addition, musical instruments other than pianos 
and organs to the value of $142,000 were produced in 
1923 by establishments classified in the piano-manufac- 
turing industry. 

Of the 106 establishments reporting in 1923, 28 were 
located in New York, 21 in Illinois, 14 in Massachusetts, 
13 in Indiana, eight in California, seven in Pennsylvania, 
four in Michigan, three each in New Jersey and Ohio, 
and the remaining five in Connecticut, Missouri and 
Wisconsin. 

In order to keep this industry going there were 
needed 4,765 employes, practically all of these being 
wage-earners. 

In round numbers wind instruments cost $7,000,000; 
brass instruments the same; wood instruments, $500,000; 
stringed instruments, $3,000,000; other instruments, 
$25,000; percussion instruments, chimes, xylophones, 
drums, bells, etc., $2,236,000. 

It took 3,565 horsepower and more than 7,000 tons of 
coal to turn these out. 

The total production of organs in 1923 was 1,701, 
valude at $9,642,747, and reed organs 7,772, valued at 
$538,614. This is a decrease of slightly more than 5 per 
cent for the year 1921, the last year for which statistics 
are available. 





Waste Elimination 
SIGNIFICANT industrial movement is the cam- 
A paign for greater simplification of manufactured 
products. The United States Department of 
Commerce reports that American industries are giving 
more serious attention now than ever before to the 
reduction of industrial waste arising from an unneces- 
sary number of styles, models, sizes, etc. In accordance 
with a plan worked out under the drection of Secretary 
Hoover the following industries are working on “simpli- 
fied lines”: ; 

Lumber, checking waste estimated at $250,000 yearly; 
metal lath, reduced from 125 to 24 varieties; hotel china- 
ware, 700 items reduced to 160; forged tools, elimination 
of 46 per cent in types, etc.; paper, reduced to 8 sizes, 
etc.; roofing slate, 21 thicknesses to 10, 60 sizes to 30, 
etc.,.and blackboard slate, simplified from 90 sizes to 3, 
etc. A beginning was made July 1 on this program. 
Equally important changes are scheduled to go into 
effect January 1. 

What industry can do in the field of simplification it 
can do in other fields. It can move toward greater effi- 
cency, toward better working conditions for the men 
and women who do the productive toil, toward greater 
service to the public which buys and uses its products. 
In fact, industry is already at work on these problems. 
The molders’ trade long ago took action along these 
lines in Ohio. Recent illustration are given by the ac- 
tion of the paper box trade in moving to eliminate 
various abuses and by the action of the women’s gar- 
ment trade, spurred by the organized workers, in moving 
to stabilize the trade and in eliminating cheap and 
shoddy goods.” The elimination of waste in industry and 
the development of both management and organization 
methods make all creative effore more effective and 
more economical, hence increases the materials that 
contribute to better living for all.—Federationist. 





Evenings Determine Y our Promotion 
ELL me how a young man spends his evenings 
and I will tell you how far he is likely to go in 
the world. The popular notion is that a youth’s 

progress depends upon how he acts during his working 
hours. It doesn’t. It depends far more upon how he 
utilizes his leisure. If he spends it badly, he is likely 
to find himself out of a job before very long. If he 
spends it in harmless idleness, he is likely to be kept 
on the payroll, but that will be about all. If he dili- 
genly utilizes his own time to equip himself to do his 
duties more skilfully and to fit himself for more respon- 
sible duties, then the greater responsibilities—and 
greater rewards—are almost certain to come to him. 

There are exceptions to this general rule; but a sur- 
vey of many, many careers convinces me absolutely that 
this rule is a rule. Tragic is it that too many men do 
not realize the operation of this rule until too late. 
Among the most inspiring signs of present-day condi- 
tions in America are the remarkable growth of corre- 
spondence schools and colleges, the phenomenal in- 
crease in attendance at colleges and universities, the 
multiplying of evening classes in industrial and other 
business establishments. 

Promotion comes, not from employers, but from our- 
selves.—Forbes Magazine. 


Will Help Some 
NOTHER hero of the labor haters falls. Sheriff 
A Don Chafin, czar of Logan County, West Virginia, 
long notorious as a foe of labor, is sentenced to 
Atlanta Penitentiary on a bootlegging charge. 

Thus passes Sheriff Don, and peans of thanksgiving 
arise from the West Virginia mining communities, 
which have just cause to fear the well press agented 
overlord of Logan. : 

That Sheriff Don will ever “come back” is improb- 
able. If he had been convicted of shooting a union 
miner, his “glory’» as a labor baiter would not have 
been dimmed, but rather enhanced. Chafin, however, 
was found guilty of conspiring to run a “speak-easy,” 
which savors little of the heroic, but instead smacks 
strongly of the bootlegger who plies his profession under 
cover of darkness. 

In sentencing Sheriff Don, Federal Judge McClintic, 
who is not regarded as a friend of the miners, paid his 
respects in no uncertain language to the sheriff and his 
tyrannical rule. The judge charged that Chafin had 
been responsible for the denial of constitutional rights 
to citizens of Logan County and denounced the use of 
mine guards as a “system of tyranny.” 

Sheriff Don and his rule show what happens when 
an agent of predatory business is permitted to prosti- 
tute government to the use of private greed. Condi- 
tions such as exist in Logan must end. The downfall of 
Logan’s czar will help.
